pected to provide 
a vehicle 
for 
those in the running for the presi­ 
dential nomination to place their 
views before the party leaders and 
the country. 
Greatest interest among arriving

centered today in the president's 
message of greeting and in the pro­ 
nouncement to be made by W. J. 
Bryan. The nature of Mr. Wilson's 
message is being carefully guard­ 
ed. 
Speculation

what he may say on a third term 
and on the peace treaty as an is­ 
sue. Guesses about Mr. Bryan's ad­ 
dress touch on the same subject.

LOWDEN WANTS ALL 
RESERVATIONS IN PACT

Chicago. 
Jan. 
6.—“ While 
the 
League of Nations even as modified 
by the reservations adopted does 
not take the form which I believe it 
should, 
namely, 
judicial 
rather 
than politicaL I think it is the part 
of wisdom now to ratify it with 
such reservations as adopted." Gov­ 
ernor Frank O. Lowden said in a 
letter today 
replying 
to United 
States Senator Borah of Idaho, who 
had requested Governor Lowden’s 
position on the League of Nations. 
Governor Lowden’s letter to Sen­ 
ator Borah said in part: 
“We want our flag going to ev 
cry port on term s of amity with ev­ 
ery nation on earth: but national­ 
ism and not internationalism must 
still be our dominant note. 
“The League of Nations as sub­ 
mitted to the senate seems to me 
to be subject to grave objections. 
These objections in the main. I 
think, have been removed by the 
reservations adopted by the senate. 
“While the League of Nations 
even as modified by the reserva­ 
tions adopted does not take the 
form which 
I believe 
it should, 
namely, judicial rather than politi­ 
cal, I think it is the part of wis­ 
dom now to ratify it with such res­ 
ervations. 
Our soveignty is safe­ 
guarded. the Monroe Doctrine is se­ 
cure, the constitutional .powers of 
congress are not impaired and our 
right to withdrawal is made clear 
and explicit. I do not see how per­ 
manent harm can come from it and 
I do see the possibility of great 
good.*'

He added that if congress would 
provide the necessary funds, Ellis 
Island could be reopened to its full 
capacity and all the aliens concen­ 
trated there as their deportation 
was ordered.

Radicals Protest Action 
Columbus, Ohio.. Jan. 6.—Tile ex 
pected opposition from the radicals 
in the United Mine W orkers’ organ­ 
ization, to action of the internation­ 
al officers in accepting President 
Wilson’s proposal for settlement of 
the miners’ strike, developed 
late 
last afternoon shortly after the re­ 
port of the settlement had been 
read to the convention by Interna­ 
tional Secretary William Green. 
A motion made by Philip Murray 
of Pittsburgh, president 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania miners, to affirm tile 
action of the international officers 
and indorse the policy outlined in 
their report, was followed by 
at­ 
tempts of the radicals to reject the 
motion, and to condemn the inter­ 
national officers for having accept­ 
ed the president’s proposal. 
Some 
of the delegates said they had been 
instructed by their local unions to 
demand the resignation of the in­ 
ternational officers. 
Several delegates declared 
the 
officers should “have gone to jail” 
rather than surrender to the term 
of settlement imposed by the pro­ 
posal from the president. 
in the report Acting Presided 
Lewis and Secretary Green declar­ 
ed there was no alternative 
and 
that they had simply decided 
to 
“submit to the inevitable, 
while

W ashington, Jan. 6.—Some of the 
changes in railroad operation adopt­ 
ed during government control will 
be continued after the roads a re 
returned to private operation on 
March I. 
The Association of Rail­ 
way Executives at meetings now 
being held in W ashington are care­ 
fully sconsidering all of the chang­ 
es, and Thomas De W itt Cuyler, the 
chairman, announced 
today 
that 
the following already 
had 
been 
agreed upon: 
Adoption of a rule for the distri­ 
bution and interchange of freight 
cars. 
Continuation of the system of 
operating statistics established by 
the railroad administration. 
Continuation of the present m eth­ 
od of 
collecting 
transportation 
charges. 
Every effort wall be

to 
avoid litigation and make final set­ 
tlem ent prompt and fair. 
Some essentials for good service 
were enumerated, as follows: 
Creation of a government body 
charged with the primary duty of 
studying the transportation needs 
of the country and of advising con­ 
gress and the interstate commerce 
commission as to these require­ 
ments.

Washington, Jan. 6.—A new plan 
for government regulation of

packers, 
stockyards and 
livestock commis­ 
sion merchants, was presented to 
day by Senators Kenyon, republi­ 
can. of Iowa and Kendrick, demo­ 
crat, of Wyoming, to the senate ag­ 
riculture committee when it 
be­ 
gan consideration of their pending 
bills which have been attacked by

packing 
and other interests. 
The substitute measure would pro­ 
vide government “registration” in­ 
stead of licensing, but with

federal regulation through a propos­ 
ed federal 
livestock commission,

W ashington. Jan. 6.— A dram atic 
story of eight months* hardships 
and degradation as a prisoner in a 
Mexican bandit camp was told yes­ 
terday by Mrs. Cora Lee Sturgis. 
a Virginian, before a senate com­ 
mittee investigating the Mexican i 


situation. 
W ith tears in her 
eyes 
Mrs. 
Sturgis told how her old mother 
worn out by long suffering and hu­ 
miliation, died of starvation after 
their plantation had been looted by 
the bandits and how she had been 
forced to go into the hills and cut 
wood and of a long tram p to an­ 
other camp with a secret message 
from bandit to banit sewed in the 
sole of her shoe. 
“Americans were perfectly safe 
under Diaz,** she said. “We had 
no trouble under Madero, because 
the people liked him. 
We had no 
trouble with Huerta, and folks in 
my part of the country—Chiapas— 
hardly knew of him. 
Our first 
trouble was in 1915, when Carranza 
sent troops to our section to drive 
away the help. As a result we lost 
big crops ,right on the eve of the 
h arv est” 
It was nearly tw'o years later 
that the home of the Sturgis fam­ 
ily, comprising Dr. Sturgis, a den­ 
tist. his wife, the witness today, 
and her mother, wTag raided by fed­ 
eral soldiers who charged them 
with giving refuge to rebels. 
‘Two of Carranza’s captains and 
a lot of soldiers came to our home 
and beat us with 
guns,’* 
Mrs. 
Sturgis testified. 
“When my hus 
band protested and reminded the 
bandits that we were 
Americans 
they pushed him aside and laughed, 
saying, ‘your old government 
is 
only a bluff.’ 
They found no reb­ 
els, but they were not satisfied and 
wanted to search the roof, insist- 
ng that I go up with them. 
I told 
them f was an American, not 
a 
roof climber, and they struck me 
on the shoulder with a gun.’’ 
Dr. Sturgis reported the raid to 
the American Consul at Frontero, 
who advised the family to remain 
at the plantation, the witness said. 
Mrs. Sturgis said rebel and Car­ 
ranza forces frequently worked to­ 
gether .and that both factions dis­ 
seminated 
anti-American 
propa­ 
ganda. 
including a charge 
that 
Henry P. Fletcher. American Am­ 
bassador to Mexico, had accepted 
$1,000,000 to Uphold the Carranza 
Government. Mrs. Sturgis said she 
told the bandit who 
made 
this 
charge that “it was a lie.’’ 
“One of the bandits told me that j 
Ambassador Fletcher could not re-; 
turn to that country,” Mrs. Sturgis , 
said. 
“I don’t think Mr. Fletcher; 
knew how' had conditions wTere. j 
Why. things were awful. 
Once I 
when I wrent to Mexico City th e y ! 
blew' up a train in front of me and I 
one behind me.” 
i 
The most thrilling chapter of her 
experience followed capture of th e ' 
family by Zapata bandits, 
w ho; 
Took everything moveable 
from 
the plantation, including $23,000 in 
cash. 
They w'ere-sent forty miles 
across the country to a 
prison 
camp. Mrs. Sturgis and her husband 
afoot and the form er’s m other on 
a mule. 
Some months later Mrs. Sturgis 
was ordered to proceed on foot to 
another camp with a secret mes­ 
sage and warned that unless she 
returned in two months other mem­ 
bers of the family would be killed. 
On the way she stopped at Mex­ 
ico City and reported her troubles 
to the American embassy. 
The 
embassy, she said, got in 
touch 
with Zapata forces and it 
was 
agreed to send a Zapata Lieutenant 
back to camp with her.

ELECTRICITY TO 


SUPPLY POWER 
NEEDED ABROAD 


New York, Jan. 6.—The greatest 
increase 
in the 
price 
of 
coal 
throughout the world has made fuel 
economy a most pressing problem. 
Reports reaching the National For­ 
eign Trade council denote a tre­ 
mendous and continued opportun­ 
ity for the American Electrical 
M anufacturing Industry in supply­ 
ing the needs of these countries 
which are now forced to develop 
their electrical power to the ut­ 
most. 
Large 
railroad 
electrification 
projects are soon to be carried out 
in Italy and South Africa. 
In the 
former country, eight hundred mil­ 
lion lire will be spent for electrifi­ 
cation of 6000 kilometers of rail­ 
roads. 
Portugal wil probably fol­ 
low in Italy’s footsteps. 
Many of 
the South American countries are 
studying this problem, and Bolivia 
has just declared as public domain 
the watersheds of the rivers hav­ 
ing sufficient power for that pur­ 
pose. Throughout Chile, many pow­ 
er plants are being built. 
In France a bill recently passed 
both houses and has become law 
for the canalization of the Rhone 
from Lake Geneva to the M editer­ 
ranean. 
The swiftness of the cur­ 
rent of this river will be modified 
by means of a series of locks and 
dams, the latter being utilized to 
generate electric energy and for 
irrigating purposes. Nineteen large 
generating stations are to be pro­ 
vided which will furnish electric 


energy rendering from 12,000 to 
over 70,000 h. p. per station. 
It is 
estimated that the river is capable 
of generating energy equivalent to 
760,000 Ii. p. or 4,848,000 kilowatt 
hours annually, which is equal to 
a saving of nearly 500 million tons 
of coal. 
Two hundred 
thousand 
k. w. of the energy generated is 
reserved for the use of consumers 
in Paris at the price of 2 cents 
per k. w. (locally generated energy 
now costs IO cents.) 
The balance 
of 560,000 h. p. will be utilized by 
m etallurgical electro-chemical and 
other industries in the Rhone val­ 
ley, for electrec traction on the 
portion of the Paris,Lyons and Med­ 
iterranean Railway, pumping iri- 
gation water and etc. 
The cost is 
estim ated at 2 bilion 500 thousand 
francs.

LABOR TROUBLES FEWER 
WITH NEW YEAR 


Washington, Jan. 3.—The United 
States entered the new year with 
fewer pending industrial disputes 
than at anj time 
in three 
years, 
Hugh L. Kerwin, director of con­ 
ciliation of the department of labor, 
said after receiving 
reports 
from 
thirty-five industrial centers. 
With the exception of the steel 
strike, the 
actual 
strikes are of 
minor importance, Mr. Kerwin de­ 
clared. 
There are, he said, 101 in­ 
dustrial disputes before the depart­ 
ment for adjustment, only twenty- 
one of which have reached 
the 
strike stage. 
The industrial 
outlook 
for the 
year is excellent, Kerwin said, as 
all indications point to a cessation 
of the industrial unrest which has 
prevailed since the armistice. The 
general tendency 
,he said, is for 
the employer and the worker to at­ 
tempt adjustment 
of differences 
without stopping work.

The rationing system has never 
been abandoned even in the occu­ 
pied areas of the Rhineland 
and 
some of the newspapers contend 
that the average individual cannot 
subsist on the amount of food is­ 
sued. 
The authorities are making 
every effort to check the illegal 
traffic in foods of all kinds and 
the courts are crowded day after 
day. 
Smuggling of potatoes is being 
carried on this winter in all parts 
of Germany on a scale greater than 
in war time. 
Germany produced 
an excellent potato crop this year 
and the authorities are trying to 
save it from falling into the hands 
of the speculators. 
Well-to-do people have been go­ 
ing to Bavaria 
from 
Prussia, 
Wuerttemberg and Thuringia 
to 
buy potatoes, eggs and fats for 
which the farmers charged exorbi­ 
tant prices. 
This worked a hard­ 
ship on the poorer people 
who 
could not compete with them. 
Living appears to be cheaper in 
Bavaria than elsewhere in 
Ger­ 
many. 
Butter has been selling 
there at five marks a pound, com­ 
pared with 30 marks in 
Berlin. 
Eggs are quoted at 25 pfennings 
each while in Berlin they cost 1.75 
marks a piece. 
Eggs in the occu­ 
pied area have been bringing from 
2 to 2.50 marks each this winter 
but are very scarce at any price. 
Meat is also reported as fairly 
plentiful in Bavaria, although in 
all other states this form of food 
is virtually 
unpurehasable 
by 
householders through regular chan 
nels excepting once or twice each 
month when the authorities per­ 
mit a few ounces to be distributed 
by the card system to the individ­ 
uals. 
Most of the hotels through­ 
out Germany continue 
to 
serve 
meat three or four days each week 
however. The proprietors say they 
obtain this from Holland and that 
this does not violate .the food regu­ 
lations.
